After it 
was sh ot, residents of th e com­ 
munity called Dr. Brown wh o ex ­ 
amined it and tjien took th e 
dog’s h ead to th e state labora­ 
tories at Indianapolis wh ere it 
was learned th at th e dog was 
suffering with h y droph obia in 
th e worst stages. 
Dr. Brown h as vaccinated sev­ 
eral dogs wh ich were bitten by 
th e mad animal. 
Dr. Brown reported today th at 
h e h ad vaccinated about twenty 
dogs in th e Manilla and 
Blue 
Ridge vicinities in th e past two 
day s.

located. 
Th ese records are to be filed with 
th e road superintendent. 
Th is 
sh ould give th e efficient 
em­ 
ploy ee an. opportunity to sh ow 
th at h e is doing good work and 
enable th e road superintendent 
to ascertain wh ere any ineffi­ 
ciency appears, and also furnish 
a ch eck on all materials used. 
A complete inventory of 
all 
county road mach inery sh all be 
made and placed on record and 
any worn out or obsolete m ach in­ 
ery will be collected and disposed 
of. Th e county engineer is re­ 
quested to prepare a map of Rush 
county of convenient size 
for 
th e use of th e road superintend­ 
ent, sh owing all county 
roads, 
townsh ip boundaries and 
any 
oth er necessary data.

“Th ere is noth ing inh erently 
wrong with th e national defense 
policy of th e United States as it 
stands in th e basic law of 
our 
land today ,” h e told th e army 
war college, “ex cept th at it 
is 
not complete and will not 
be 
complete until th e principle of 
universal service is written into 
it as one of 
its fundamentals. 
Th ere is a question, h owever, as 
to its successful operation in view 
of th e fact th at th e degree of 
its ‘workability ’ is dependent up­ 
on th e availability of funds. 
• Th e American Legion believes 
th at our national defense pro­ 
gram is being made subservient 
to a false economy wh ich pre­
